** thews, that they had no ſuch Opinion of the Truth 
and Juſtice of the Cauſe for which they ſuffer d, as 
to make their Death a Duty, Vertue and Honour ( as 
* HALL call it) till they found they muſt come to 
* the Gallows, and there they ſet up for Heroes and 
** Martyrs; but tis evident that both their Talents 
< were better adapted to Rail than to Reaſon, otherwiſe 
the One wou d have given us a Text, and the Other a 
<. Statute, to prove that they ſuffer d in Defence of the 
** Laws of God aud the Land. But ſince neither of them 
have done it, and that none of the Party either has 
< been, or will ever be able to do it for them, we have 
* Reaſon to conclude, That they died Traytors, but not

Perhaps here ſome ſcrupulons Criſtians will be apt to ſay, 
_ If thoſe be the Devil's Martyrs that live Rebelling againſt 
their Lawful Srveraign Ring George, and Dye at the Gallows, 
Praying for the Reſtoration of a Popiſh Pretender, how ſhall 
we know a True Martyr from him that only pretends to be ſo, 
but in reality deſerves the Jenominions Death of the Halter? 
To this I Anſwer, He that dies an Atheiſt, Hypocrite 
or Traytor to his Lawful Soveraign (as theſe Two Rebels 
certainly did) can never be ſaid to Dye as a Martyr ei- 
ther for his Religion or Country. Demaratus being 
ask d of a Curious and Importunate Fellow, Who mis the 
Honeſteſt Men in Sparta? He that reſembleth thee leaſt, 
quoth he unto him : Sol may truly ſay, He is moſt 
Iikely to dye a Martyr, that does the leaſt Reſemble 
PAUL and his Brother-Rebel, either in their Religion, 
Politicks, or Way of Dying: However, that his Majeſty's 
Loyal Subjects may ne'er be impos'd on by their taking 
Counterfeit, for Real Martyrs, (I mean the Devil's Martyrs, 
+ for them that dye for the fake of a Good Conſcience,) 
III here give a Deſcription of True Martyrdom, and ſome 
Examples of it in ſuch that have died the Faithful Mare 
s of the Bleſſed Feſws. 4s 
** pe aa i8 Jos loweſt Subject ion that can be to 
God, but the higheſt Honour; it brings Death in the one 
hand, and Life in the other; for while it kills the Body, 
It crowns the Soul; When one ſaid to a certain Martyr, 
Take heed, tit a hard Muter to burn. Indeed, ſaid he, it 
is for him that hath his Soul linked to his Body, as a 
Thiet's Foot is in a Pair of Fetters; but Sacred IVV tells 
us, And they loved not their Lives unto the Death, Rev. 1 2. 11. 
Ho cou'd we deſire to be at Home, if in our Journey 
we did find no Grief. I we will go to Heaven, we muſt ſail 
by Hell : If we will fit at Table with Chriſt in his King- 
dom, we muſt firſt abide with him in his Temptations ; 
and ſure I am, the Aſhes of a True Martyr are the beſt 
Compoſt to manure the Church; for if we dye for our 
Religion and Loyalty (and not as PAUL and his Brother- 
Sufferer did, for Rebelling againſt our Lawful Prince) 
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The Devils Martyrs. „ 
we give our Lives to grow agen from our own F uneral Pile, 
like the Arabian Bird; If we dye in defending King 
George's juſt Title fo the Britiſh Crown, or for any 
Branch of his Illuſtrious Houſe, we dye like Sampſon 
among his Enemies ; more Victory attending our End 
than Proceedings. The Immortal Cranmer, Hooper, Ruſſel, 
Sydney, Gaunt, Corniſh and Bateman, &c. died Victorious 
over Popery, and at their expiring caſt forth a Light 
which Illuminated all England, and finiſn'd the Converſion 
ofthis now Proteſtant Country. When a True Martyr dyes, 
Whips, Racks, Gibbets, Axes, and Fires, are Scaffoldings, 
by which their Souls climb up to an Eternal Habitation. 
Then, Reader, quench not the Holy Fire, tho Tempta- 
tions to Jacobitiſm, (i. e. to Popery and Slavery) ſhou'd 
ſhower down upon you; claſp thine Armour, and fight 
well againſt the Pope, Devil, and Pretender, and thou ſhalt 
ſee after theſe Wars thy Head wear Sun-Beams, and thy 
Feet touch Stars: This is True Afartyrdom ! and he that 
dyes thus gloriouſly for his Religion and Country, aſcends 
EVERY STEP he takes in Death, and EVERY STEP 
raiſes him nigher Heaven; but we can't ſay this of the 
Devils Martyrs, (the Two High-Church-Rebels that were 
deſervedly Hang'd at Tyburr) for every Step they took 
in Atheiſm, Hypocriſy and Rebellion, brought em ſo much 
nearer Hell, and (without that Afracle of Mercy that 
was found in the Pocket of a Great Sinner (a), 
Between the Stirrup ard the Ground, 
I Mercy lackt, and Mercy found,) 

has now fix*d em in Eternal Flames: For tis the Goodmf's of a 
Cauſe, and not dying Impudence that makes a True Martyr : Tt 
15 one thing to ſuffer as a Matyr, (as Ruſſel, Sancy,. and 
other Noble Patriots did) and another thing to Dye (like 
the Prefton-Rebels) as a Malefattor. Chrift and the Two 
Thieves were in the like Cor demnation; but their Cauſe . 


was not alike. Sampſon died with the Philiſtines by the 


Fall of the fame Houſe, but for another End, and by

And if this be granted, 1 am ſure the Rebel-PrieFand
